1. Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed January 21, 2008 are 
acknowledged. 

2. Applicant's summary of the interview with SPE Milton Cano dated May 7, 2008 
is acknowledged. 

3. The present office action is in response to the amendment filed January 21, 2008. 

4. Examiner acknowledges cancelled claims 13-16. 

5. The rejection of claims 13 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Tokito et al, U.S. Patent Number 6,416,887 is rendered moot due to applicant's 
amendment. 

Double Patenting 

6. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not 
identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct from the 
reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated by, or 
would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d

8. Applicant's arguments filed January 3 1 , 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the co-pending application does not recite 
spiro compounds that are presented by the compounds in the claims of the present 
application. Claim 4 of the co-pending application recites that X 2 can be a silylene 
compound, which is generic and includes the spiro compounds of the claims of present 
application. The rejection is maintained.
